Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/10/08 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figs. 154 and 695-696 
are missing. In Fig. 806, provide a brief descriptive label for 
the numbered items, i.e. control processor 1; memory 2; intra- 
station devices 7, 8; LAP control device 5. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." 
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If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

A switch station comprising an ATM switch; a memory storing 
control data for operations of the switch station; an intra- 
station device, accommodating a subscriber line, performing 
communication operation on subscriber ATM cell; a control 
processor generating control information in link access protocol 
(LAP) format; and an interface unit converting LAP control 
information into ATM cell to the intra-station device through 
the ATM switch, wherein the control information is communicated 
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according to LAP, the intra-station device receives the control 
information and transmits a direct memory access request to 
obtain control data stored in the memory, the interface unit 
obtains and converts the data format of the control data into 
ATM cell to transmit to the intra-station device through the 
switch, and the intra-station device performs the communication 
operation on the subscriber ATM cell based on the control data 
received through the switch. 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Intra-station control 
system for connectionless communications system. 

5. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the 
extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor 
errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: in page 800 lines 2-4 delete "The BSGC 5, 
input/output control unit 4, ATM switch 6, and input/output 
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control unit 4 are directly connected via cable" and insert 

The BSGC 5, ATM switch 6, and input/output control unit 4 are 

directly connected via cable . Appropriate correction is 

required. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 43-44 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: In claim 43 line 28, the words "a communication 
operation" seem to refer back to "a communication operation" 
recited in claim 43 lines 5-6. If this is true, it is suggested 

changing "a communication operation" to the communication 

operation . In claim 43 lines 13-14 delete "a data format" 

and insert the data format for consistency with claim 43 

line 13. Claim 44 is objected to because it depends from 
objected claim 43. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 44 lines 7-8 which recite "sad receiving 
equipment" lacks clear antecedent basis because no receiving 
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equipment have been previously recited in the claims and 
therefore the limitation is not clearly understood. Further, in 
claim 44 line 7 which recite "said interface unit" is not clear 
as to whether it is referring to the interface unit recited in 
claim 43 line 13. Claim 44 line 4 which recite "the data" is 
not clear as to whether it is reciting the control data, 
subscriber data, or received data. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 43-44 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the objections and rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Akatsu et al . disclose command and control transfer. 
Watanabe et al . disclose system of controlling miscellaneous 
means associated with exchange.
